Count Pahlen, 
with twelve thousand men, will occupy Walla- 
chia, and General Kisselow Moldavia, with §,- 
000 men; while the third corps, under General 
Krassowski, ie to crossthe Pruth, and re enter 
the d ions of Nichol With the exception 
of that single mm, it, therefore, appears that 
the whole of the Russian army employed in the 
operations of the war in Europe, is to remain on 
the Turkish territory till payment of the indem- 
nity bas been completed. 

Bucnaanesrt, Sept. 50.—According to lettors 
from Adrianople, the treaty of peace was ratified 
by the Sultan on the 20th inet. In consequence, 
the Turkish troops are at this moment evacua- 
ting Giurgevo, which is to be occupied by the 
Russians. The Russian army will begin to 
withdraw on the 28th of October; and first of all 
will evacuate Adrianople, as the Porte has en- 
gaged to pay by that time the first instalment 
of the indemnity to Russian merchants. The 
Russian garrisons at Bourgas and Sizeboli will 
continue, it is said, to occupy those places for 4 
| years even though the army shall have passed 
| 








beyond the Balkan. Since it has been known
